Helsinki, Dec. 2 (AP)—The su­ 
preme commander 
of 
Finland’s 
armed forces declared today the 
whole country is “ready to fulfill its 
duty unto death” to support the 
new government’s 
dete r m i n a 11 o n 
never to surrender 
the little republic’s 
independence. 
While the bat­ 
tered nation steel­ 
ed itself to meet 
fresh assaults by Russia’s mighty 
machine, Field Marshal Baron Gus- 
taf Mannerheim issued this order of 
the day; 
"Fnland’s president has named me 
supreme chief of Finland’s defense 
forces. 
Brave Finnish soldiers, I 
undertake this task at an hour when 
our hereditary enemy once again at­ 
tacks our country. 
“Confidence in its chief is the first 
condition of success. You know me 
and I know you, and I know' the 
whole country is ready to fulfill its 
duty unto death. 
“This war is nothing but the con­ 
tinuance and the final act in our war 
for liberty. We fight for our homes, 
creed and fatherland.” 
Mannerheim’s appeal for the con­ 
fidence of the nation’s armed forces 
came after the head of Finland’s 
new government, established Friday 
to replace the regime which Russia 
bitterly accused of provoking the 
undeclared war, had announced the 
nation was ready to negotiate for 
peace, but never would surrender its 
independence. 
Firemen and police fought fires in 
the capital and searched for bodies

Moscow, Dec. 2 (AP).—Soviet Rus­ 
sia formally recognized today a 
“people’s” provisional regime which 
she proclaimed for Finland while 
scorning the embattled Finns* own 
new’ government, 
Premier-Foreign 
Commissar 
Vya- 
cheslaff 
Molotoff 
declared the So­ 
viet expected “no 
good” from 
the 
Finnish 
govern­ 
ment, and praised 
the rival Russian-approved group as 
a factor leading to “hope for a 
peaceful and satisfactory solution 
of the present crisis." 
He brushed aside as “pointless” 
an appeal by President Roosevelt 
of the United States that Finnish 
civilians not be bombarded from the 
air. 
“Soviet airplanes have not bombed 
towns and are not going to do so," 
said Molotoff. 
(Since Russia invaded Finland by 
land, sea and air Thursday, air 
raids Involving civilian casualties 
have been reported from Helsinki 
and other Finnish cities.)

No. 118 — Private John Sample (1710-1827) 


O 
UR .soldier of the Revolution for 
today is one John Sample. His 
1 grave is to be found in Greater 
Conewago (Presbyterian) graveyard, 
and we quote the inscriptions from 
the stones marking the grave of 
John and Jane (his wife) Sample’s 
graves as follows: 
"John Sam ple 
Diet! A ugust 2, 1827 
A*eti 87 years.” 


“Jan e 
Consort of Joh n Sam ple 
D ied 1836 
Aged 87 years.” 
During the war of the Revolution 
John Sample is listed in the Penn­ 
sylvania Archives (6th Series—Vol­ 
ume 2—Page 542> 
6th 
Battalion, 
York County Militia, a return of the 
1st Company (commanded by Cap­ 
tain Laird) for April 1778, where we 
find William Ross listed as First 
Lieutenant, David Steel as Ensign, 
and among the privates (7th class) 
we find John “Jno" Sample. 
John Sample’s will was made April 
13. 1815. and entered to probate 
October 22. 1827. A codical wa.s add­ 
ed 
to the original document on 
June 12, 1818, in which the testator 
states that “my daughter Polly is 
now married and she is to have only 
150 pounds.” 
Other persons men­ 
tioned in this will arc as follows: 
1. 
well-beloved 
wife 
Jane 
Sample.” 
2. Daughter—Jane Sample inter­ 
married with William Ross. 
3. 
Daughter—Sally Sample 
4. Daughter—Polly Sample. 
5. 
Daughter- Peggy 
Sample 
6. Son—James Sample. 
7. 
Son—John Sample. 
Robert McMurdie — sons - James 
and John Sample, are named ex­ 
ecuters. 
The comrades of the Revolution 
j evidently believed In keeping the 
"fighting honors" in Hie lamlly. for 
we find that James, the son of John 
Sample, married Marjorie, a daugh­ 
ter of Lt. Col. James Chamberlain, 
our soldier of several weeks ago. 
James and Marjorie (Chamberlain) 
Sample are buried in the Chamber­ 
lain family plot in Greater Cone­ 
wago (Presbyterian) Cemetery. Tile 
inscription from the stones marking 
their graves follows: 
"Jam es I*. Sam ple 
Born M ay 17, 1796 
I Mfd June 21, 1856” 


"Mary C ham berlain
